In another column will bo foua<l a letter 
from u Leech Kivor miller, suggesting 
schomo for bringing a ditch of water from 
tho North Fork of Lucch River to Kennedy 
Flat. The idea ia not oxaolly new ; for it 
baa beon talked about for sumo time past ; 
but it comas now at au opportune moment, 
and in ro practicable n shape in its dctaila as 
to leavo hut very few obstaclos in tho way of 
itB consummation. When wo look upon the 
immense amount of time and labor that has 
been Irittercd away at Sooko— when wo hear 
of tho numbers of men who havo gone 
hither to mine and returned disheartened ; 
n ot beoause thoro was any want of 
failh in the auriferous character of the 
country, but because tho only extensive 
diggings— tho benches — were unworkable for 
want of water, we aro led to ask tho very 
natural question, can tho defect bo overcome 
— tho want supplied ? The qnory is answer- 
ed by a rosponso from tho minora themselves. 
Water can bo not ouly obtained but obtained 
cheaply. Ouo or two hundred men are ready 
to-morrow to undertake for a moro pittance 
tho task of bringing a ditch from tho North 
Fork to Kennedy Flat, a distance of five 
miles, and over a series of benches which 
would, it i3 said by practical men afford 
labor lor a thousand miners. All that these 
men requiro is auirioiout food whilo tho work 
is going on ; tho balance of their wages they 
will take in ditch scrip. 

At tho present season, wbcu so many men 
are either out of work, or likoly to bo so, it is 
of tho greatest necessity that somo effort 
should bo made to find employment for our 
winter population. Two or thrco thousand 
dollars spent by tho properly owuors and 
business men of Victoria in making tho Sooko 
■ diggings available for eight or ton hundred 
miners would bo tho best investment tho in 
habitants could mako at anytime; but at 
the present, whon things are unusually du 
the money so spent would bs repaid a hun- 
dred fold. That thero ia not much exaggera- 
tion attached to tho benofita which a ditch 
to Kennedy Flat iasaid would confer, wo have 
only to appeal to thoso miners who hav B 
had an experience of tho auriferous character 
of the Leech river benches. Hy these men 
wa arc told that for miles the benches would 
averago at tho loivest computation by sluic- 
ing two dollars a day. Hydraulic ing, of 
course, would prove much more remunera- 
tive. All this, however, is outside what 
may be deemed a by no means improbabh 
incident, the discovery of leads or heavy do 
posits of gold in the hills. At present 
thero is a company at work, called 
wo boliove tie Williamson Company, which 
for energy and perseverance might well 
tako rank among tho foremost of the 
enterprising nnd undauntod claiini-holdera 
of Cariboo. This company tunnelled, nmler 
the most adverse circumstances, a distance 
of ono hundred nnd seventy-five feet into 
tho bill. A little whilo ago, however, a 
" cavo " of fifty foot occurred, which put a 
summary termination to their work, and 
they were obliged to commence a new tun- 
nel, which is now about twenty foot into the 
hill ; but unlike the former ono, is on the 
bed-rock. Tho company have overy hopo of 
striking tho " lead " whon tho original Led 
of the cioek shall havo boon reached. 
Whether thoy do bo or net, however, their 
onterprifo ia commendable, and worthy of 
more general emulation. 

Tho gold which has already been obtained 
at Sooko, whether wo tako the quality or 
general appearance into consideration, indi- 
cates unmistakably the presouoo of large 
deposits in tho immediate vicinity, and there 
ia wo think but ono opinion in pronouncing 
that vicinity to bo tho hills. The proposition 
which is before tho Victoria public is tho 
only ono by which we are likely to have tho 
hills thoroughly prospected. It ia besides 
tho ouly ono that will induce the miners at 
the present season to go vigorously to work. 
If something is not dono in the matter Hooke 
will unequivocally " go in." There is no 
help fur it ; and all tho money, time nnd 
anxiety hitherto expended on it will have 
boon expended in vain. On tho other hand 
if thoso who can afford it will oome forward 
now and lend assistance to tho ditch enter- 
prise, wo shall, during tho bust part of tho 
winter, have a mining population at our 
vory doors profitably omployod. The 
benefits which this would confor on Victoria 
can scareoly bo overrated, With anything 
like the pormanont population which the 
ditch would attract to Sooko, property in 
Victoria would experience a sudden reaction 
lor the better, nnd business would meet with 
an equally rapid revival. So anxious are the 
minors themselves for the enterprise, and so 
firmly convinced are they of Us profitable cha- 
racter, that all tlioto who aro at work between 
Bacon liar and Ivonnedy Flat aro willing, il 
tho water is brought from tho North Fork to 
the former place, a distance of three miles, to 
coutinuo the other two miles at their own 
risk and expense. Tho undertaking ia so 
palpably a beneficial ono, that it should re- 
ceive hut little commendation to mako the 
public meut it in a praiseworthy spirit, Lot 
tho men he employed, lot the ditch ho 
bioughl in, and wo guarantee we shall have 
contiguous diggings, if not remarltablu for 
their rloh deposits, at least productive of that 
general diffusion of tho proflloua metal, which 
ia esteemed iHu moat valuable quality thu 
boat of mines can possess.

TO THE ELECTORS OF ESQUIOIALT 
AM) QIETCHOSIN DISTRICTS, 

GENTLEMEN 

Encouraged by the promised support of many of 
your number, I come forward to oiler myself as a 
candidate for the honorable position of being 
ono of your representatives ill the House of As- 
sembly. 

Having already had the pleasure of laying bo- 
fore you individually my views in relation to tlie 
principal political topics of the day, it will be un- 
necessary' to enlarge upon them to any length in 
this address ; but I beg to submit the following 
synopsis of tlie course which, in my humble 
opinion, should be pursued as best calculated to 
promote the wclmrc of the colony ut largo ; 

Tlie Union of the two colonies I hold lo be ab- 
solutely indispensable to the advancement of both, 
and every exertion should be used to accomplish 
that end as spec. lily as possible 

'I ho raising of a portion of the revenue by 
import duties, 1 hove always advocated, not only 
a-i the fairest method whereby the burden ei tax- 
ation may bo shared by all classes, but u.s nll'ord- 
Ing assistance and encouragement to the agricul- 
tural and other productive interests of the colony, 
upon tho growth of which the well being of every 
country must mainly depend. 

As, however, the question of Union la at the 
present time tinder the consideration of tlio Homo 
Government, 1 should not advocate any material 
change in the present system of taxation until 
union shall have taken place. 

A lax upon unoccupied and uncultivated lands 
helil for speculation, would receive ray support, as 
well as au act to assist the settlers in the exter- 
mination of wild animals. 

Retrenchment in the expenditure of our Gov- 
ernment is greatly needed, it. being at present far 
beyond the requirements or the means of our 
population 

The abolition of the Imprisonment for Debt 
and Iho passing of a Homestead Law 1 should 
use my earnest endeavors to obtain. 

The establishment of a School in the district of 
Mctcliosin aud the opening up of a now ro .d to 
Covrichan are points of local interest which it 
would he my duty to further by all the mean I ill 
my power. 

I am of opinion that tho Statute Labor Act 
Bhould lie materially reformed, as In its present 
stale it works most unequally and unfairly. 

I fully endorse the action taken hy the House 
of Assembly during last session with respect to 
the Crown Lands and .shall use my best endeavors 
to obtain for the people tho cession of those lands 
or their equivalent. 

For two or tluco years past I havo made it my 
particular study to arrive at a knowledge of tho 
resources and requirements of each settlement in 
the colopj and am more than ever convinced that 
it will he the true policy of our Legislature to fos- 
ter anil encourage the agricultural interest, there- 
by lessening the evil of the suicidal policy at pro- 
sent pursued of buying almost all the necessaries 
of lilo from another country with whom wo have 
no reciprocity of trade. 

As your representative I should deem it to be 
my duty, as il would bo a pleasure, to visit you 
and consult your wishes when any matter of par- 
ticular moment or local interest may arise. 

Upon other points I shall have opportunities of 

expressing my views to you personally and 
should you think lit to entrust mo with thl re- 
sponsibility which 1 now seek at your hands you 
may rely upon your interests being cared for to 
the best of my ability.

Tho gold is coarso, not thin 
flakes, but rough. Tho spocimen pieces 
we ro Irom tho sino of a pin's head to a pea. 
Tho party would hava prospected, the main 
south fork, but the two months— the limited 
lime— was out the day before thoy got baok 
to Lillooot.

Alanrioo Carey nppeured on remand in the 
police court charged onsuapicion of attempt- 
ed arson with intent to defraud the Phumix 
Insurance Company. 

Mr. S. Green appeared to prosecute on 
behalf of tho Crown and also to watch the 
caso for the Insurance Company, 
The accused defended his own case. 
The information of Sergt. Wilmer was read 
which stated that thcie was coal oil in the 
shop in tho bottom of several bottles which 
were produced in Court, and that several 
shelves and pasteboard boxes hud been satu- 
rated with coal^oil ; t.iat entrance to tho 
premises had been made by tho back door. 
Sergt. Wilmer Jalsb stated that the accused 
said on tho evening of tho fire, when he was 
in bis store that he did not know anything of 
a duplicato key that opened the back door. 
Tbe principal part of tho information by 
Sergeant Wilmer has already been pub- 
lished. 

Sergt. Wilmor cross-examined by Mr. Carey 

■Ono of tho workmen came with us into tbe 
back store : you did not send us (Wilmer ami 
Welsh) in to look after a key. I asked you 
if you locked tbe store and had the key; when 
tbe duplicate key was produced you said that 
was the first time you had seen the key. 

Mr. Carey — Dill I not ask my man in the 
presence of Mr. DcCosmos and others whether 
be had parted with tbe keys of the store V 

Wilmer — I do not remember your asking 
the question. 

Carey— Ob I What a horrible memory you 
have. 

A letter was here handed to tho Iiench from 
Mr. Bishop, asking that the case be post- 
poned, but the accused objected to a remand, 
stating that he must look for something 
higher than an attorney to conduct his de- 
fence now. 

Mr. Turgoose of the Commercial hotel, said 
Mr. Carey came into his bouse on Saturday 
night and bad a drink with a friend ; be asked 
me if that was the right time, pointing to a 
clock over the bar that was about 11:30 ; the 
accused said be had nover been out so late 
before. 

Cross-examined by .Mr. Green— I heard tho 
fire bell ring after Carey had been in my 
house ; I do not know tbe other man ; I have 
not seen him before or since, and if I did I 
do not think I should know him. 

By tbe Bench — I should say it was* more 
than half an hour between the time Carey had 
bis drink that tbe fire bell rang. 

Cross-examined by Carey — It is a common 
practice with the people to ask if tho clock is 
right ; 1 could not tell what the man with you 
looked like. 

Mr. T. C. Xuttall examined by Mr. Green— 
I was on tbe premises the night of tho tire 
about 12 o'clock ; Mr. DeCosmos, Sergt. Wil- 
mer, Buckley, and Welch were present at first 
after that Mr. Carey came in ; one of tho 
policemen found a duplicate key ; Carey was 
asked if he bad a duplicate key and he said be 
never had one ; Am agent for the Phujnix 
Insurance Co. ; on the 20tb of March the 
property in Carey's store was insured for 
§3000, in the name of Maurice Carey & Co.; 
on tbe 7th of Sept. it was changed from Carey 
& Co. to Maurice Carey. 

Mr. Pemberton here ruled that this evidence 
could not be used unless notice was given to 
the prisoner to produce the policy. 

Mr. T. C. Nuttall, examination continued — 
On tbe night of the (ire tbero seemed to be 
very little property there, I should not value 
it at over $500. 

Cross-examined by Carey— Did I not tell 
you that you might withdraw your policy aud 
l J(! d d when it was renewed. 

Mr. Nuttall — No, not to my recollection ; I 
said I should do so if it was not paid and you 
sent me to your brother. 

Mr. Jacob was examined and proved that 
Mr. Carey denied all knowledge of the dupli- 
cate key. 

| Hero tlio witnesses woro ordered out of 
Court by request of the ncoused.] 

On descending to the shop occupied by 
Maurice Carey I found Mr. DeCosmos and 
other persons inside, including Inspector 
Welch and Sergeant Wilmer, afterwards I 
saw Mr. Carey and ono of his men. There 
was no fire to bo seen there, but the premises 
wero full of smoko. Tho Superintendent;, 1 
think, found a key outsido the buck door and 
showed it to Mr. Carey who denied all know- 
ledge of it, and said he had nevor scon it be- 
fore. Ho said thoro never was a duplicate 
key. 

Cross-examinod by the prisoner — 1 had 
boon five or ten minutes on Yates street when 
tho fire took place. I think tho inside key 
was found first. Don't know who broko the 
window. Took a light with me down the 
back stairs lo see that all was right. 

Mi'. Powell — Proved tho sale of two bottles 
of coal oil— (bottles produced) on tho Satur- 
day night of the lira to some man whom he 
did not know in the drug store of Messrs. 
Mooro & Co. Recognized tlio bottles by the 
labels, but would not sweur positively to 
them. Thoy now bi ro tho smell of coal oil. 

Cross-examined — Often eell coal oil in 
similnr bottles; SI 50 was paid for tho oil. 
Nover sold oil in bottles beloro in this town 
without labelling Ihum. Tho man was in a 
hurry. Thought ho wantod it for machinery. 

Mr. Green tonderod ovidenco to show a 
motive for arson. 

Tho Magistrate thought tho ovidenco inad- 
missible at this stngo, but on its being stated 
by the Inspector that papers had been found 
which would materially assist the crbo tho 
ovidonoo was taken. 

Captain Loescckcr, clerk to P. M. Backus, 
auctioneer, provod salo ol boots to tho value 
of S124 on tho 18th Scptembor. Account 
Bales were rundorcd and tho money paid to 
tho prisnnor. 

Cross-oxaniinod— Prisoner bought some 
lootbor on tho day of tho sale. 

J, A. MoCrca, auolioneer; proved tho salo 
of boots on the 10th September, which grossed 
over $"00, tho net proceed'! of which ha pnid 
lo prisoner. 



J. C. Warnos, examined by Mr. Green— 
Wns in tho employ ol Mr. Caroy for soyoral 
weeks as a bootman. MoFaddcn sometimes 
opened tho baok door for us to go in. 
Thero was a boy hanging up, bit did not 
handle it. One of tho koys produced re- 
sembles tho ono that Mr. Carey hung up, 
saying that it belonged to the baok house, 
and if any gentleman called for it he could 
havo it. Looked the baok door himsoll at 
about 5 o'clock on tho afternoon of the fire, 
leuving the key in tho inside tin was ous. 
ternary, and going out of tho front door. Tho 
other key was Ihon hanging up. Returned 
in tho evening for wages. The custom was 
for D. McFnddon to take tho key five days 
out cf six over to Maneell's, where be slept, 
and he belioved that Mr. Carey took tho 
koys on Saturday night. Was told by Mr. 
Ci'roy on Sunday alter tho fire that it was 
iortunato ho did not take the koys on that 
night. The key was tried in tho baok house 
and would not fit it. It was tried in tho 
back shop door on the Sunday following tho 
firo and fitted. 

Witness, in ariBwer to a question from 
prisoner, said ho could tell a groat deal moio 
yet if tho questions were put to nim. 

By tho Court — MoFadden told me in tho 
presenco of Cary on Monday after tho fire not 
to say anything about tho keys as it might 
do him and Muurico an injury. 1 asked him 
how would it hurt him 1 He said it would 
do him injury. Caroy came previously to 
mo in a rough manner and told me not to go 
blabbering over town about tbe koys, but lo 
go and toll the polico all I knew. In oonso- 
quenco of that 1 went to tbo polico. 

Tho Bench hero nsked witness whether ho 
know anything else ? Ho was bound to toll 
thowholo truth. 

Witnoss— Yes, but you won't let me say 
anything except ho was present. (Laughter) 
David MoFadden, sworn— Havo been in 
tho employ of Maurice Carey as a shoemaker. 
Took the key of tho back door every night 
excopt Saturday night. It hung behind the 
door. Remember Iho firo ; took the key of 
tho front door that night. Mr. Caiey took 
tho back key ; ho said the key hung up as 
usual ; I kept the front door koy in my pock- 
he had a friend from the Aotivo with 
him and I left him to closo up. I closed up 
at 10. Never saw any other key of Iho 
back door. There were throo keys fitting tbo 
front, middle and back door. Tlio middle 
door koy hung up. I Recognize ono of tho 
keys produced us Iho koy of tho back door. 
Nover saw tho other key before. Heard Mr. 
Caroy speak one day about a key bo had 
found in the closet, but did not observe what 
he did with it and did not see it hanging up. 
Had a conversation with Warues, who said 
Caroy bad brought in a key from the closet. 
Witness said be understood it was the koy 
of die olosot. 

Mr. Pomberton hero warned tho witness 
against tho corifequonces of perjury, and 
questioned him several times as to the 
conversation about the keys, but could elicit 
nothing moro. 

By Mr. Green — Was in a lager beer sal- 
oon on Johnson stroot whon the fire bells 
rang. Found some firemen and others there. 

By tho prisoner — What Warnes said was 
that tho key you brought in you hung up 
on tho wall. I said I understood il wns the 
koy of the closet. You replied that you 
knew nothing ubout the keys aud that Warnes 
had hotter go and tell Mr. Pemberton all he 
knew. When you left the shop that night 
you told me tho key was hanging on the wall 
and if you were not back before 10 I might 
shut up and take the keys. Never saw these 
bottles in the store and never knew of coal 
oil being used on tho premises. I called 
you out of your bed and when you came- 
down to the shop you did not leave the 
front shop until you sent Ihe police to see il 
the key of the buck door was still hang- 
ingup. 

Tho Bench hero intimated to the witness 
that he might sign his ovidenco or not as he 
pleased, but it would be used against him. 
The witness said he would sign it. 

The Superintendent usked for a remand for 
a week as an important witness was ubsent. 
Prisoner protestid -gainst bis being remand- 
ed as there wu a uo evidonco whatever to 
conned him with tho ofience and he was 
under such heavy bonds that be could not be 
released and could not do justice to his fam- 
ily. He hod moreover done everything in 
bis power to assist tho Inspector in this mat- 
ter. 

Mr. Pomberton declined to lessen tho 
amount of tho bonds and remarked that tho 
case had assumed a more serious aspect than 
before sinco the evidence of the last witness 
bad been taken. He should however remand 
tbe accused for three days only and if neces- 
sary the police could then apply for a farther 
remand. 

MoFadden was subsequently arrested.

Two years ago u large party of miners on 
this creek, being at a loss how to spend the 
long wintor evenings, agreed lo meet once a 
week at the hospital buildings and there de- 
bate some social, historical, philosophical or 
any olher important question — each one to 
contribute his stock of knowledgo for tho 
benefit of all. Having assisted at several of 
tho debates I was most agreeably surprised to 
find so much praotical information and know- 
ledgo among those whom people are often 
inclinod to look upon as " rough miners." 
Things went on very smoothly during tho 
whole wintor, ond in the spring tho most of 
tbe members of tbo Debating Club raised by 
subsciiption among themselves a small sum 
of money for tho purpose of building a buusu 
for their meetings. A codo of by-laws wm 
drawn up in tho meantime, and il was agreed j 
that somo useful books and newspapers 
should be bought for tbe benefit and instruc 
tion ol overy individual who would subscribe 
a ttnull sum monthly lo defray ex pent 
The Literary Institute is now iu a mosl pr 
porous, nourishing condition. The bud baB 
become a tree which bears good fruit. Th 
number of subscribers paying $2 per month 
each is now about 100; it rose during tbo 
fair season to 150; ten volumes are ex- 
changed every day on an average. Tho 
library contains 283 volumes, 37 having been 
given personally by Gov. Seymour, The 
Revs. Messrs. Garrelt and Duff have contri- 
buted most liberally by giving somu vciy 
valuable books. The Government has done 
nothing so far but granted the trill ng sum 
of S90 to defray some expenses incurred by 
the filling up of tbo reading room. If a 
small sum of money should bo voted by tho 
Legislative Council and appropriated to in- 
cieaso the number of volumes and defray 
general j expenses, such a measure would 
meet with the hearty thanks ol the miners 
and would bo a great boon conferred on Ibis 
section of tho country, for nothing tends 
so much lo elevato tho morals of a mining 
community as the reading of good books. To 
this I most earnestly call the attention cf the 
member for Cariboo district.

OBNTLBMEN :— A vacancy having occurred in 
the Representation of your District, I humbly 
offer mysolf as a candidate for your suiirapjes lo 
fill the office. 

It is customary and proper that a candidate 
should lay before the electors his views on the 
questions of the day. I would here briefly express 
my opinions on some of them, and when calling on 
you shall be glad to afford any further infor- 
mation or explanation. 

With reference to the Union of this Colony with 
British Columbia, the Legislative Assembly have 
already agreed on and sent home resolutions 
declaring Vancouver Island to be desirous of 
Union under any Constitution which to hct 
Majesty might appear ad visablo,* renders it prob- 
able that Union will shortly occur— thus leaving 
little to he said, save that it is of the utmost Im- 
portance that tho question should be definitely 
settled as soon as possible, and tho Colony re- 
lieved from its present suspense, so injurious and 
so obstructive to progress. 

Meanwhile 1 belief it to I.e necessary that the 
policy of Freo 'lmdc should I.e faithfully main • 
tainod, for in our present expectant condition it 
is at least prudent to mate as few changes as 
possible. If Union should take place, a gem ral 
election must onsue. The Legislature of the 
united Colonies will then haw to decide on tho 
policy most likely .to be advantngi ous to tho 
country at largo. 

Reciprocity of Trado with our Friends 'and 
neighbours of tho Unitod states of America would 
1 believe, bo of the greatest mutual benefit, and 
every effort should be made to have this Colony 
included in any treaty concluded between tho 
authorities of tho United States and the British. 
North American Provinces. 

Imprisonment for Debt should be forthwith 
abolished except in cases of fraud. 

Immigration is highly necessary tu our pros- 
perity, and I would do all in my power to carry 
out any justifiable plan for ihe settlement of tho 
public lands. The construction of good roads is 
an obvious duty. I believe something ought to bo 
dono to encourage the extermination of beasts of 
prey in partially settled districts like yours. 

A Reform of the Constitution is necessary in 
order that the Legislative bodies may be rendered 
independent of Executive control. 

The Official Expenditure of the Colony must be 
materially reduced, and by this means the dimin- 
ution of Taxation, so absolutely necessary, 
brought about. Whilst in favour of Direct Tax- 
ation, it is advisable that our Revenue should be 
drawn from a wider area. 

Should you deem me worthy of being your 
Representative, it will he my constant endeavour 
to promote your special interests.
